SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The video entitled Memories of Eighteen is predominantly comprised of scenes 
depicting males who present as teenagers aged under eighteen engaging in explicit 
sexual activity. The overall tenor of the publication is to promote and support such 
activity for the purpose of sexual arousal of the viewer. Some of the actors have the 
physical appearance of teenagers aged around fifteen or sixteen years old. The 
actors are depicted engaging in behaviours that are more characteristic of younger 
teenagers than adults aged eighteen or over. For example, in one scene they are 
presented as jumping off a pier, and pushing each other off the pier, in a boisterous 
manner that is reminiscent of how younger teenagers might be expected to behave. 
The publication tends to promote and support the exploitation of young persons for 
sexual purposes as outlined under s3(2)(a) of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993. Because s3(2) is a deeming provision, it cannot be given a 
meaning consistent with the rights and freedoms contained in si 4 of the New Zealand 
Bill of Rights Act 1990 and it therefore overrides si 4. Under s3(2) of the Films, 
Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 the publication is therefore classified 
as:
